help this year for the beet fields. 
Many of the beet growers are sow- 
ing poisoned bran just after the 
beet seed is planted for the purpose 
of multiplying the mortality among 
the cut worms whiclr if left undis- 
turbed and ungorged with poisoned 
bran do much damage to the grow- 
ing beet crop insomuch that the 
crop is wiped off the earth asa ba- 
sis of probable profit. 

The cut wormis of the genus 
bat in that ‘ts period of greatest 
activity is at night and asthe bran 
is sown in the evening the waking 
day sees many worms wrestling 
with each a bad case of green indi- 
gestion which usually terminates 
with fatal results,

Decoration Day. 


A holiday which hascome to 
be observed with a good deal of 
enthusiasm, if not of reverence. 
by our cousins on the other side 
of the international boundary is 
the 3oth of May, generally refer- 
edtoas Decoration Day. The 
observance originated in the mind 
of a patriotic woman, who thought 
it appropriate that the services of 
those who laid down their lives 
in maintaining the cause of hu- 
man liberty might be remember- 
ed and recognized in certain 
memorial exercises and the decor- 
ation of the graves of the heroic 
dead. The idea of setting apart 
aday for this purpose proved 
popular, and ina short time the 
practice had become quite uni- 
versal throughout the States. 

Almost immediately, too, it 
took on a wider significance and 
won its way into the favor of the 
people generally. Notonly those 
who had relatives who had died 
inthe armies of the Republic; 
not only those who had laid away 
dear ones inthe silent cities of 
the dead; but even those also who 
though not themselves bereaved 
all realized how fitting and beau- 
tifulit was that for one day at least 
the minds of the iiving should 
be tenderly turned towaid the 
loved ones gone before, and gen- 
tle hands make beautiful the rest- 
ing place of mortal dust in Moth- 
er Earth. And thus it came 
about that Decoration Day has 
grown to mean the occasion of 
the cleaning up and beautifying 


ofthe cemeteries throughout the 


land; when weeds and rubbish 
are removed, headstones set in 
place, fences and walks repaired, 
trees shrubs and lawns, where pos- 
sible, planted and trimmed, and 
the sweet flowers of garden and 
prairie strewn upon the graves. 

The custom is one that may 
profitably be followed even in 
our youthful communities in this 
land. There is none ofus so in- 
different that he cannot spare the 
time for affectionate thoughts of 
loved ones‘ gathered in by the 
sickle of the grim reaper; none so 
pre-oceupied that a few hours 
each year cannot be devoted to 
adding beauty to their last rest- 
ing place. From such thoughts 
and such labors will come an_ in- 
crease of courage in carrying for- 
ward bravely the battle of life, 
an increase of hope for that sweet 
reunion withthe sanctified which 
awaits those whose mortal part 
is worthily performed. 


June Ist. is the to6th annivers- 
ary of the birth of Brigham Young 
the founder of Utah and next to 
the Propret Joseph Smith, the 
most striking figure in Mormon 
history. Hehas been dead but 
thirty years vet already he is 
spoken of as one of America’s 
great men. 

Time will do him and the work 
he was associated with a justice 
which contemporaneous history 
denies him and he will yet be not 
alone admired for the work he 
has done but he will be revered 
as one vf those who loved his 
fellow men.
